Davidson  Highlights 
Preference  Concert 


John  Davidson- motion  picture 
star  and  recording  artist-will 
highlight  BYU’s  Preference  Ball 
concert  Friday,  Feb.  13. 
Performing  in  the  Fieldhouse  at  8 
p.m.,  he  will  set  the  mood  for  the 
annual  affair  themed  “King  of 
Hearts.” 

Tickets  for  the  concert  are  now 
available  on  the  mail  order 
system.  Green  and  playing  floor 
seats  will  be  $2.25  per  person 
with  close  bleacher  seats  priced  at 
$1.75  and  far  bleachers  at  $1.25. 
According  to  the  Social  Office, 
tickets  must  be  mailed  in-not 
brought  to  the  office-at  329 
Wilkinson  Center.  Checks  may  be 
made  out  to  “Preference  Tickets.” 

Davidson,  star  of  Disney’s  “The 
Happiest  Millionaire,"  originally 


entered  college  planning  to  go 
into  the  ministry.  He  selected 
drama  as  a major,  reasoning  that  it 
would  broaden  his  background. 

After  performing  in  such 
musicals  as  “Camelot,”  “Foxy” 
and  “Oklahoma,”  he  signed  an 
exclusive  recording  contract.  He 
has  now  recorded  several 
top-selling  albums  and  singles. 

“The  songs  I prefer  to  sing  are 
those  which  say  something  to  the 
audience  in  terms  of  their  lyrics,” 
Davidson  explains. 

“But  the  words  must  speak 
out,”  he  continues.  “The  song  can 
say  simply,  ‘I’m  happy’  or  it  can 
be  complex  like  ‘I  wonder  why  I 
feel  this  way;  maybe  it’s  because 
she  doesn’t  love  me.’  Yet  there 
must  be  sincerity.” 


Genevas  Clean  Water 
Noted  By  Professors

Geneva  Steel  puts  better  water 
into  Utah  Lake  than  the  Provo 
River,  according  to  zoology 
professor.  Dr.  David  White,  who  is 
researching  the  effects  of 
pollution  in  conjunction  with  the 
lake  and  the  atmosphere. 

Geneva’s  clean  water  is  a result 
of  a new  anti-pollution  device 
which  the  company  constructed 
in  1968.  The  device  went  into  full 
operation  in  January  of  1969, 
reported  Dr.  Dorald  M.  Allred, 
coordinator  of  the  BYU  Center 
for  Environmental  Studies. 

The  new  system  is  called  a 
“tertiary  treatment  pond.” 
Because  of  it,  Dr.  White  observed, 
Geneva  puts  “outstandingly  good 
water”  into  Utah  Lake. 

According  to  statistics  which 
Dr.  White  and  Dr.  Allred  have 
received,  much  of  what  pollutes 
the  lake  is  not  industry.  Two  per 
cent  of  the  pollution  is  caused  by 
Geneva  Steel  and  98  per  cent  of 
the  pollution  is  caused  by  the 
other  activities  of  man-power 
boats,  treated  sewage  detergents, 
commercial  fertilizers  and  animal 
wastes. 

May  Become  Tolerant 
Because  of  the  condition,  a 
single  species,  such  as  a type  of 
fish,  may  become  tolerant  to  the 
pollution  and  actually  grow  in 
super-abundance.  Dr.  White  added 
that  the  fish  would  then  rapidly 
die,  start  to  decompose  and 
finally  create  waste  in  the  lake. 
“This  is  a fermentation  vat  or 
cesspool,”  he  said. 

The  two  professors  said  that 
Utah  Lake  was  at  its  worst  stage 
in  1952.  Now  there  have  been 
improved  sewage  plants  and 
anti-pollution  devices,  relieving 
the  lake’s  condition.  Geneva  Steel 
is  considered  to  be  the  cleanest 
plant  of  its  type  in  the  nation. 

The  company  is  also 
contributing  only  a small  part  of 
the  pollution  in  the  air,  according 
to  Dr.  White.  He  said  that  there 
are  other  industries  in  the  valley 
plus  power  plants,  automobiles, 
refuse  burning  and  heating  in

KBYU  Radio  Expands  Program 


The  revolutionary  radio 
program  “Creative  Radio”  has 
been  expanded  from  one  to  seven 
and  a half  hours  a week,  as  of  Jan.

According  to  David  Koralewski, 
executive  producer  of  the 
program,  “Creative  Radio”  is  an 
attempt  to  provide  an  alternative 
to  “format  radio.”  The  show  will 
draw  from  all  aspects  of  modern 
culture,  which  in  turn,  is  itself  a 
conglomerate  of  all  previous 
cultures.

Koralewski.  He  believes  that  there 
are  many  people  today  whose 
tastes  and  interests  are 
wide-ranging  and  kaleidoscopic. 

Having  been  exposed  to  over  20 
years  of  TV  variety  shows,  such  as 
Ed  Sullivan,  contemporary 
audiences  are  not  at  all  shocked  at 
the  idea  of  classical  music 
immediately  followed  by  rock, 
jazz,  folk  and  other  forms  of 
music. 

“Creative  Radio,"  which  can  be 
heard  at  its  new  time  of  10:15  to 
1 1 : 45  Monday  through  Friday, 
will  reflect  this  significant  shift  in 
public  attitude. 


Imaginative  Programs 

The  continuity  of  the 
programming,  rather  than  being 
dependent  on  one  kind  of  musical 
style,  will  result  from  a 
consistency  of  quality  and 
imagination.” 

Regular  features  of  “Creative 
Radio”  will  include  three  and  a 
half  minute  features  by  satirist 
Art  Buchwald.  programs  by 
funnymen  Bob  and  Ray,  eccentric 
pianist  Glenn  Gould  and  a 
dramatized  series  of  humorous 
smuggling  incidents  during 
prohibition  years  entitled  “The 
Rumrunners.” 


homes  which  all  contribute  to  the 
problem.  The  BYU  heating  plant 
itself  burns  28,000  tons  of  coal 
each  year,  some  of  which  goes 
into  the  atmosphere. 

Vehicle  exhaust  plays  a vital 
role  in  the  situation  in  Utah,  Dr. 
Allred  noted.  He  said  this  is  due 
to  a lack  of  smog-control  devices 
for  cars.  This  is  especially  a 
problem,  he  added,  if  the  cars  use 
ethyl  gasoline.  Burning  ethyl 
causes  lead  oxide  to  be  emitted 
into  the  air,  producing  a gas. 

Dr.  Allred  ga've  these 
percentages  for  the  breakdown  of 
millions  of  tons  of  pollution  that 
go  into  the  air  each  year:  motor 
vehicles-61  per  cent, 
industry  -16  per  cent,  power 
plants- 14  per  cent,  heating  in 
homes-six  per  cent  and  refuse 
burning-five  per  cent.  In  tonnage, 
it  all  totals  up  to  142  million  tons 
of  pollution  a year. 

Industry  is  Significant 

Both  Dr.  White  and  Dr.  Allred 
admit  that  industry  is  a significant 
contributor  to  the  problem.  They 
specifically  mentioned  Kennecott 
Copper  because  it  has  few 
anti-pollution  devices. 

To  stop  pollution,  Dr.  Allred 
said,  “The  education  of  the 
people  is  of  initial  importance. 
They  need  to  know  the  facts  and 
communicate  them  to  others. 
Then  the  individual  must  be 
involved  in  action.” 

The  individual  can  do  much 
even  if  it  is  just  walking  to  school 
instead  of  driving  especially  if  he 
lives  close  by,  or  buying  regular 
gas  for  his  car  instead  of  ethyl. 
The  next  step  is  willingness  of  the 
people  to  cooperate  to  get  things 
done  against  pollution.”

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Dissatisfaction  With  Advisem 


Recently  a survey  was  taken  asking  faculty, 
- administration  and  students  whether  they  felt  the 
present  adviser-student  program  was  meaningful. 
Here  are  the  results  of  that  poll: 

Faculty 

1.  Nearly  half  of  the  faculty  have  never  attended 
BYU. 

2.  For  the  nearly  half  of  the  faculty  that  have  never 
attended  BYU,  it  has  been  over  10  years  since  they 
took  classes. 

3.  52.4  per  cent  of  the  faculty  have  never  taken 
classes  from  professors  teaching  at  BYU  in  their 
major  field. 

4.  66.7  per  cent  of  the  faculty  were  dissatisfied 
with  the  present  advising  system. 

5.  Whereas  nearly  90  per  cent  of  the  faculty  said 
they  knew  the  requirements  for  graduation,  only 
half  knew  that  128  hours  were  required  to  graduate. 

6.  64  per  cent  of  the  faculty  do  not  use  the  student 
profile  folders-  in  their  advising. 

Students 

1.  31  per  cent  of  the  students  don’t  know  who 
their  faculty  adviser  is. 

2.  66  per  cent  of  the  students  have  never  been  to 
see  an  adviser  this  semester;  19  per  cent  have  been 
once  and  only  13  per  cent  have  been  twice  or  more. 

3.  Last  semester  69  per  cent  of  the  students  went 
to  see  their  adviser  once  or  not  at  all. 

4.  57  per  cent  of  the  students  have  taken  classes 
they  did  not  wish  to  take  because  of  lack  of 
information  concerning  the  class. 

5.  61  per  cent  of  the  students  felt  that  the  present 
advising  system  is  not  good.  Thirty-five  per  cent 
expressed  a favorable  attitude. 

6.  Over  70  per  cent  of  the  students  felt  that  an 
advising  center  in  each  college  staffed  by  graduate 
assistants  was  good. 

Deans 

1.  Approximately  13  of  the  16  deans  interviewed 
(including  the  academics  vice  president,  the  dean  of 
admissions  and  records  and  the  dean  of  students) 
expressed  dissatisfication  with  the  present  advising 
system. 

2.  In  those  limited  cases  when  a plan  for  college 
advising  centers  staffed  by  graduate  assistants  was 
suggested,  favorable  attitudes  were  expressed  in 
almost  every  case. 

3.  Colleges  vary  in  the  number  of  students  assigned 
to  an  adviser.  The  range  was  from  about  30  to  about 
120  with  the  mean  being  about  50  to  60  students 
per  adviser. 

4.  Most  deans  admitted  that  secretaries  do  most  of 
the  disseminating  of  general  information,  although 
they  do  not  advise  in  depth  as  the  faculty  do.

JOURNALIST 

Dear  Editor: 

A journalist  by  his  access  to  the 
public  holds  a very  influential  and 
powerful  position.  It  is  therefore 
essential  that  the  journalist 
research  his  material  so  that  he 
can  honestly  and  fairly  report  it 
to  the  public.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  Jerry  Garrett,  Editorial 
Consultant  to  THE  DAILY 
UNIVERSE,  lias  consistantly 
failed  to  do  so.  Mr.  Garrett’s  Dec. 
5 article,  “Green  Power,”  is  a 
prime  example  of  undocumented 
writing.  But  moreover,  it  is  a 
pitiful  display  of  diplomacy. 

I am  in  agreement  that  air 
pollution  is  a tragic  problem,  but  I 
do  not  believe  that  attacking  a 
company  that  has  contributed 
land  and  money  to  this  University 
is  a fair  and  just  approach  to  the 
problem. 

A greater  mistake  than 
publishing  unresearched  material 
is  to  clearly  falsify  an  incident, 
contrary  to  the  actual  facts  which 
the  author  is  acquainted  with.  In 
an  article  entitled  “Standards 
Enforced  Belatedly,”  (Dec.  15) 
Mr.  Garrett  quoted  one  student  as 
saying,  “You  just  don’t  bring  in  a 


band  to  play  for  a dance,  then 
throw  half  the  band  out.” 
Continuing  in  the  article,  he 
comments  “More  specifically 
throwing  members  of  the  band 
during  the  performance  was  in 
very  bad  taste.”  I attended  that 
dance,  as  did  Jerry  Garrett,  and  he 
knows  for  a fact  that  none  of  the 
members  of  that  band  were  in  any 
way  “thrown  out”  or  removed 
from  stage.  Additionally,  the 
members  of  “The  Gents”  were 
advised  in  contract  previous  to 
their  engagement  with  reference 
to  dress  standards.  One  member 
of  the  group,  by  the  length  of  his 
hair,  was  in  direct  breech  of 
contract.  When  Lee  Barney 
showed  up  at  the  dance,  it  was 
half  over.  At  that  time,  he  spoke 
with  them,  but  in  no  way  was  the 
dance  stopped  or  were  the  band 
members  removed.  Admittedly,  it 
was  unfortunate  to  discuss  this 
problem  with  the  band  members 
in  the  middle  of  the  dance,  but 
what  is  more  unfortunate  is  to 
allow  someone  to  editorialize  on 
subjects  with  which  they  are  not 
fully  acquainted  and  to  print 
material  which  has  little 
resemblance  of  truth.

Biafrans  Surrender 


Formally  To  Nigeria 


LAGOS,  Nigeria  (AP)-Maj. 
Gen.  Philip  Effiong  surrendered 
Biafra  formally  and 
unconditionally  to  the  Nigerians 
Thursday  with  a pledge  to  support 
the  nation  as  one  undivided. 

Then  as  if  to  symbolize  the 
pledge,  he  hugged  Biafra’s  chief 
advisery,  Maj.  Gen.  Yakubu 
Gowon,  Nigeria’s  national  leader. 

“The  Republic  of  Biafra  hereby 
ceases  to  exist,”  Effiong  said  in 
his  surrender  statement  to  Gowon 
at  a military  barracks  in  Lagos. 
And  Gowon  responded: 

“Let  us  join  hands  to  build  a 
truly  united  and  great  nation 
where  no  one  will  be  oppressed. 
May  God  help  us.” 

Thus  came  the  formal  end  to 
the  secession  proclaimed  by  Gen. 
C.  Odumegwu  Ojukwu  on  May 
30,  1967  with  the  charge  that  the 
federal  military  government 
sought  to  dominate  and  obliterate 
Ibo  tribesmen,  principal 
inhabitants  of  Biafra. 


Almost  at  the  same  time  that 
Effiong  officially  capitualted, 
Ojukwu  charged  from  a hiding 
place  somewhere  abroad  that  the 
Nigerians  still  were  bent  on  wiping 
out  the  Ibos  and  he  appealed  for  a 
neutral  force  to  prevent  it.
